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1 . The proposed amendments filed 9/9/2005 have not been entered because they 
raise new issues that would require further consideration. New issues raised include at 
least the issues cited below. 

2. In claims 1 ,8,15, and 22, the limitation "life of the object" has changed the scope 
of the claims in such a way as to require further consideration. The previous dependent 
claims from which the limitation is taken recited "the life of the object" as a member of a 
group comprising "the size of the object or the life of the object". Therefore, the claims 
have changed from potentially including the "life of the object" to requiring it, resulting a 
need for further search and/or consideration. 

3. With regard to Applicant's assertion that the limitation "include the cookie in a 
i-ead-ahead request to retrieve the content from the content server" (Page 13, Lines 16- 
27 of Remarks) is described in the specification, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Appliacnt argues that the specification discloses that a URL may refer to an individual 
piece of web content and that the terms "web content", "URL content" or "URL object" 
refer to the content addressed by the URL. However, the fact remains that 1|39 merely 
described including a cookie in read ahead requests "for the embedded objects", and 
does not describe including a cookie in the request for the content which specifies the 
objects. The embedded objects are disclosed as being separately requested from the 
HTML page which specified them (1137-38 of specification). 
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4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 12-1 3 of remarks, filed 9/9/2005, with respect 
to the rejection of claims 22-28 under 35 USC § 101 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 22-28 under 35 USC § 101 has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's amendments to claims 37 and 38 would be sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of those claims under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph if those amendments 
alone were filed in a separate, timely filed, paper.
